They will 
lend that cool, fragarant atmosphere of the Redwood Forest to their surround- 
ings inside, or can be moved to the Rock Garden or Pool during fair weather.

To guarantee fresh delivery, we pack each burl in damp, green moss, 
which is gathered from the forest, and include a few cut Wild Ferns, or 
native plants with each order. A Redwood Cone will also be included if 
asked for, or will be shipped separately for 10c each postpaid.
